1. INDOCHINA 

DOS OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGE THAT CONGRESSIONAL INDOCHINA 
TRIP PROPOSED BY PRES "POSTPONED INDEFINITELY." NUMBER 
OF LEGISLATORS REPORTEDLY DO NOT WANT LEAVE WASHINGTON 
NOW BECAUSE THEY WANT TO BE PRESENT FOR OVERRIDE VOTE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ON EXPECTED PRES VETO OF BILL SUSPENDING OIL TARIFF 
PROGRAM (CSM). S-N'S BRADSHER (2/20) SEES LACK OF INTEREST 
AND DOUBT THAT TRIP WOULD BE WORTHWHILE AS CONTRIBUTING 
TO UNCERTAINTY ABOUT VISIT. SAYS EMBASSIES AND MIL AID 
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GROUPS IN SVN AND CAMBODIA REPORTEDLY "POLISHING UP" 
PRESENTATIONS TO CONVINCE VISITORS OF NEED FOR SUPPLEMENTAL, 
AND AMB MARTIN RETURNED TO SAIGON MON "TO PREPARE HIS 
CASE AFTER QUIET LOBBYING HERE." QUOTES SEN GARN THAT 
HE WANTS NAME WITHDRAWN FROM CODEL BECAUSE OF UPCOMING 
IMPORTANT VOTES IN SENATE, AND THAT SEVERAL SENATORS TOLD 
HIM MINDS ALREADY MADE UP AND "FROM ALL INDICATIONS, 

FACTS WILL NOT CHANGE THEIR MINDS." NOTES SEVERAL 
CONGRESSMEN ECHOED ATTITUDE THAT LARGE GROUPS DO NOT GET 
FACTS, JUST BRIEFINGS. STATES REPS FENWICK, MCCLOSKEY, 

AND FRASER STILL INTEND TO GO, EITHER WITH GROUP OR 
PRIVATELY LATER. BRADSHER POINTS OUT ADMIN SHIPPING AMMO 

TO VN AND CAMBODIA AT RATE OF YEAR AGO DESPITE REDUCTIONS 
IN APPROPRIATIONS, AND EXPENSIVE AIRLIFT INTO PP BRINGS 
CLOSER DAY WHEN MONEY WILL RUN OUT. SAYS CONGRESS TOLD 
SITUATION MORE CRITICAL IN CAMBODIA, AND IS MORE SKEPTICAL 
ABOUT "LESS CLEAR" VN PICTURE. 

SUN'S MILLS QUOTES AIDES THAT MANY AS DOZEN CONGRESSMEN 
STILL WANT TO MAKE INDOCHINA TRIP, AND CITES NESSEN THAT 
PRES STILL INTERESTED IN DELEGATION GOING. SAYS DOS EA 
BUREAU AND AMEMBASSY SAIGON WORKED HARD PLANNING TRIP AS 
PART OF EFFORT TO "CONVERT" CONGRESS ON AID ISSUE. NOTES 
SOME LEGISLATORS WHO HAD AGREED TO GO CHANGED MINDS AND 
CANCELLED OUT. NYT'S LESLIE GELB QUOTES INFORMED ADMIN 
OFFICIAL THAT "TRIP IS PROBABLY OFF," AND DOS OFFICIALS 
THAT IMMEDIATE COMMITTEE HEARINGS ON SUPPLEMENTAL WILL 
NOW BE REQUESTED. NOTES REP HARKIN WANTED TO HAVE DON LUCE 
ALONG, AND ABZUG INTENDED USE FORMER VIET POLITICAL 
PRISONER AS INTERPRETER. SAYS ENTHUSIASM FOR TRIP SEEMS 
TO HAVE WANED, AND STAFF AIDE TO LIBERAL MEMBER SAID THERE 
WAS SOME THOUGHT OF USING TRIP TO DOCUMENT CASE 
AGAINST WAR. 

CONCLUDING THAT ADMIN "BOMBS OUT" WITH POSTPONEMENT OF 
CODEL VISIT TO VN, CBS'S SCHIEFFER SAYS ADMIN HAD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ENVISAGED THIS BEING "JUST LIKE THE GOOD OLD DAYS" 

- AMEMBASSY SAIGON HAD PLANNED TO ROLL OUT CHARTS 
AND GRAPHS, SPECIAL BRIEFINGS WERE BEING PREPARED, AND 
AMB MARTIN HAD RETURNED TO MAKE SURE ALL WAS IN ORDER 
FOR HIS EXPECTED GUESTS. "IT WAS SO REMINISCENT OF 
THOSE VIP TOURS OF YEARS GONE BY THAT YOU COULD ALMOST 
SEE THE LIGHT AT THE END OF THE TUNNEL FROM HERE." 

BUT "IT ALL WENT UP IN SMOKE" THURSDAY, AS CONGRESSIONAL 
LEADERS "CANCELLED OUT" AND PLEADED PREVIOUS ENGAGEMENT 
WITH ENERGY CRISIS, MAKING IT OBVIOUS CONGRESSIONAL 
ENTHUSIASM FOR VN DWINDLING.
